Dear Mayor Garcetti, Council President Martinez, and Others, 

We’re writing to you out of a concern for the integrity of LAHSA’s annual Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, 
scheduled to run from January 21st through January 23rd. In the past week, there have been several major 
sweeps at large homeless encampments in several districts. With just over a week before the count is set to 
begin, these enforcement actions create additional problems above and beyond their typical damaging impact on 
the lives of homeless individuals. Specifically, sweeps requested by local politicians are creating potential 
problems for the integrity and political neutrality of the count. This is not just an issue heading towards the larger 
count; LAHSA’s demographic survey is currently underway, meaning that encampment sweeps are already 
undermining this research. 


In the interest of maintaining the accuracy and integrity of the Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, we demand 





a moratorium on enforcement actions aimed at clearing camps or confiscating property. Any sweeps between 
now and the conclusion of surveying activities necessarily disrupt the accuracy of the count. Moreover, the 
involvement of individual council offices in determining the locations and extent of LAPD/LASAN encampment 
enforcement creates a conflict of interest for Councilmembers, calling into question the motivations for ordering 
these cleanup operations. 

Recently, emails became public showing that several councilmembers are pushing the Department of Sanitation 
to take a more aggressive enforcement posture during encampment cleanups, aimed at removing property and 
enforcing tent rules. When paired with last week’s action in the Sepulveda Basin, which displaced at least 100 
homeless residents, and today’s Echo Park Lake operation displacing 60 people, Ktown for All is deeply 
concerned that LA’s City Council is using strategically timed and targeted encampment cleanups to alter the 
homeless count by reducing the number of homeless people in their districts temporarily. 

This is not a new concern. In 2019, on the same day as the homeless count, a sweep was conducted at the 
largest encampment in Koreatown near 4th Street and Shatto Place. This cleanup led to the confiscation of at 
least five tents and the displacement of several residents. Given the location of this encampment just blocks from 
the border between CD 13 and CD 10, the result was to push people from one district into another. Whether or not 
these actions prior to the count are politically driven or not, the proximity to the count creates the perception that 
City Councilmembers are attempting to game the homeless count estimates to improve perceptions of their 
performance in office. 

Heidi Marston, Acting Director of LAHSA, was recently quoted in an ABC7 story on the Homeless Count, noting 
“homelessness is dynamic and it changes day over day, year over year, so doing this count helps us see who 
are the people that are experiencing homelessness, how have their needs changed year over year so we can 
make sure we’re aligning our resources to best address those needs.” The integrity of the count is a crucial part 
of planning homeless services for the following year, and for tracking changes over time. The purpose of the 
homeless count is to provide accurate figures for local, state, and federal planning, which justifies the $1.5 million 
taxpayers spend conducting the count each year. When cleanups in the immediate run up to the count 
significantly alter the makeup of existing encampments, it creates questions about the accuracy of the numbers 
generated, undermining this expensive and important program. 

We do not want to see services like mobile bathroom provisions and trash pickups disrupted. These do not 
create problems for the count, and do in fact address concerns raised by both housed and unhoused residents of 
Los Angeles. However, sweeps at this time are inappropriate and disruptive. 

As the city’s leaders on homelessness, it falls on you to ensure the integrity of the Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count. We implore you to cancel planned sweeps in the run up to this event, so that Los Angeles can 
have the most accurate possible understanding of our city’s greatest problem.

Hello, SELAH Volunteers- 

This Tuesday, Emily Alpert Reyes reported that city sanitation officials would begin performing more 
aggressive clean-ups at LA's encampment sites starting that day. The move comes just months after the 
city began enacting their CARE program , a system that would finally treat our homeless neighbors with the 
respect and dignity they deserve. 

The new sanitation strategy announced on Tuesday includes the following policies: 

• Municipal Code 56.11 will be enforced more strictly, allowing clean-ups to remove personal items 
they deem bulky 

• LAPD will be pre-deployed more frequently 

• Sanitation teams only need to give 24 hours advance notice of clean-ups 

• Tents will be required to be down from 6am to 9pm, meaning those who have permanent 
encampment locations are at a higher risk of losing their tents and personal items 

• LAPD and Sanitation have authority to perform clean-ups in parks without the cooperation fo 
Recreation and Parks 

We at SELAH are deeply dismayed at the city's lack of patience for the CARE program announced last 
summer. Since being enacted in October, life became a bit less stressful for our program participants. The 
LAPD's homeless coordinator even argued that the low rate at which police were being called to assist 
CARE (8.2%) was an effect of the ties being made between city workers and the homeless. Instead of the 
city cooperating with homeless individuals on keeping their areas clean, sanitation workers now have full 
authority to remove items at their will. 

This announcement coincides with more aggressive sweeps, such as the one occurring in the Sepulveda 
Basin , leading into the city's homeless count that occurred earlier this week throughout the city.

Earlier this morning, sanitation workers attempted to remove the belongings of our friends at Echo Park 
Lake, despite the organized and clean community they keep there. All of these sanitation efforts came after 
the unhoused community issued a powerful letter to the city council member representing Echo Park. In 
the letter, EPL residents urged Councilmember O'Farrell to pause clean-ups at this location and to discuss 
in person a way to effectively maintain the sanitation needs of their EPL encampments. 

Thankfully, a group of EPL residents and homeless advocates successfully protested and prevented the 
clean-up from occurring. With that said, there is a chance sanitation workers may return at some point later 
today and we are monitoring the situation.

Dear Mr. O’ Farrell, 


We, the unhoused residents of Echo Park Lake, are coming to you as your constituents, and fellow human 
beings to express our fear, grief, and anger in regards to the severe harassment and persecution we have felt 
at the hands of law enforcement and city employees over the past three months. We have built a community at 
this lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing the threat of eviction and being 
displaced from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are devastated. 


We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and 
work WITH us to develop a solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. 
We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean 
that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us have lived and worked in CD13 for over a 
decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our home in what is one of 
the darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us (which 
is what we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 


We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no 
viable option for shelter within, or near CD 13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system 
elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, 
many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would lead to permanent supportive housing. 

But what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, our home. 

Mr. O’Farrell, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a small amount of housed residents in our 
area and some park goers have lodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us 
personally, and do not understand our situation. We hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. 



We would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park until we are able to find stable, 
permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and meet our 
community and discuss this matter with us first. 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our 
housed neighbors in regard to our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to: 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, 
we will be drafting a proposed residential volunteer job summary (i.e. trash collection, gardening, 
sweeping, beautification projects, maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be 
a part of to ensure that our residency does not detract from the beauty of the park 


2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 


3. We will be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps 
coalition. 


In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that 
neighbors, law enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 


1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 


2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 


3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 


4. Not intimidate us with late night police raids 


5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups" 


As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do 
not wish to be unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more 
holistic solution or agree to have longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from 



you soon.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm, Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. He 
had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is the 
account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. Fie then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused 
and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with 
police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer 
Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. 
(About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park 
and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were 
afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to “kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 and 





place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would have hoped 
LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center per the 
assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 


While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go out 
or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans lives 
and health are being threaten by lawbreakers.

Dear Councilman Cedillo, O'Farrell and teams. 

I'm writing as an eight-year resident of Angeleno Heights, Every day I walk around 
Echo Park lake and I’m shocked to continue to see our law enforcement not take action 
in enforcing our city codes related to homeless encampments. Over the last few 
months I’ve watched the tents grow from a handful to, just today, over 20. It’s simply 
out of control and I expect better from our city. I understand our state has a severe 
homelessness crisis, however, to allow one of the city's few park areas to become an 
encampment is not acceptable. Last year I spent several months trying to help a 
homeless man, Kirk. Kirk took up residence on Kensington Road in front of residential 
houses on the sidewalk and refused city services and shelter. Over the course; of these 
months he built an encampment 15+ feet long and 3 feet high on our residential street- 
He became increasingly distraught, unstable and a safety concern for our 
neighborhood. After about 4 months the city took down his encampment and he moved 
on. 

With each day, more tents appear in Echo Park along the lake, and with it drugs, 
garbage and bulky items across the park and in the streets creating a public health 
hazard. _Ldo np_t feel safe walkin g in this public park now . Encampments continue* to 
appear in the bushes along the 101 freeway and Bellevue as well. I don't even know 
where to begin about Glendale Ave. between the 101 and 2 freeways. 

I know there's not an easy solution for our homelessness crisis, but I ask your help in. 
enforcing the following LA City codes in Echo Park which state that: 1) Having a tent up 
on a street, sidewalk, or other public area is illegal from 6am to 9pm, unless it is raining 
or below 50 degrees and 2) It is iflegal to maintain any large items that cannot fit into a 
60 gallon container.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 

Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 

Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other Dominque. 
A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused and became 
hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with police on the 
corner. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, 
he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with 
homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated 
that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 

Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch 
and was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed I We would have 
hoped LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center 
per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 - 

While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 

I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.
